The bureau's report shows

Mandatory Retirement 

Workers in Michigan could 
nat tw forced to retire at a 
certain age if the Senate gives 
its approval to a bill passed 
recenily by ihe House. 

Tae namaate (10 S303) 1 
ban masaatory retirement in our 
state by prohiviting employers 
from requiring their employees 
to quit working whea they reach 
a certain age The ban would 
apply to all Michigan employ: 
ers. 

Many employers in Michigan. 
including state government. 
now have requlations which 
force amniovees to retire. 

The existence of these man- 
gatory retirement reguiations in 
ihe past has been largely based 
on a desire to provide job 
openings for younger employ 
ees who want to move up the 
ladder. But. as opponents of the 
requlations have noted, many 
older workers who want to 
continue working are. as a 
resuit, pushed out of their jobs 
even though they may still have 
a great deal to contribute 

The bill would also recuire 
employers who fire employees 
solely on the basis of their age 
to raimburse those workers for
